WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
feels a Citizen's Advisory Committee is needed to assure the 
orderly operation of the Fort Wayne City Utilities. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF
